He started by referring to tbi 
I Carnegie Foundation Report, on Mc- 
dicnl Education, Ho hurriedly re- 
viewed this book (if 7:::t pages and 
suggested that it would prove go "1 
reading tor one desirous ol knowtn;

Continuing he guvo a Uriel 
history of medicine criticising Dr. 
Floxner's statements on the same 
subject. He said "that n chemical 
laboratory existed in Cambridge u- 
boilt forty years lieforc ones mention ' 
ed by Flexner, and that dissection 
whs taught in Kdinburgh in 1814, 
land at same time John Hunter in 
; London tatinht anatomy ami dissec 
tion, having his students as assist- 
ants. ("Uni 'al Medicine was pro mb- 
I ly first taught in 1608, hut did no! 
really get a linn hold until the first 
part of 18th century in Hollemd. The 
Scientific Spirit first showed itself at 
University of Berlin, 1809. lint 50 
years before Edinburgh was associat- 
ed with a University. Preliminary 
Medical Education has had a good 
effect on Medicine. Esp?ciully phys- 
iology as taught by Miller, of Ber 
lin, Ludwlg, at l.eipsic, and at Mun- 
ich. 

These subjects brought forward fa- 
mous tr.cn whose scholars hell chairs 
of Medicine and allied subjects in all 
leading schools ot Europe, 

Practically all leading men of 1 ist 
50 years had their inspiration in Pa- 
thology. The University schools men 
gradually workin; up in Germany, 
but in Great Britain, the centre of 
Medical Education is in London and 
associated with the hospitals. Dr. 
Flexner points oui. difference between 
University Ideal and English Hos- 
pital Idea. The German mcth >d 
tends to continuity of schools, but 
the English system has turned out 
the greater men, such as Graves, Ad- 
dison and Bright. The English as 
well as the German system have their 
weaknesses, the German's being too 
systematic, which the English sys- 
tem causes too much competition due 
to cramming for examinations lead- 



ing to various degrees. England lends 
in Physiology. Pharmacology 1 3 poor 
while Pathology is in a muddled 
state. McGill his striven to take 
the middle course. There is com- 
plete freedom of the wards and per- 
sonal contact between patient and | 
student. The result is , t man well i 
grounded in alt subjects, it an who 
going into general practice is on in- 
timate terms with his patient and 
does not regard hi n as a purely sci- 
entific subject. Thus the cause of 
medicine is truly advanced. Dr. Ad- 
ami, in closing said, "Let the schools 
Work out their own Bnlvatlon, do 
not hind them to a hard and fast line j 
of siu:ly. As bo sat down be was 
heartily applauded and Mr. Hender- 
son '13, arose nn 1 moved a vote of I 
thanks, which was seconded by Mr. I 
Moore '14. Mr. Goldblooro ;;«ve un 
Interesting monologue about "me 
and Sal. a hot poker, and n love 
allait'."

McGM students showed little inter- 
est in the fate of Ireland last, night 
«lien the Home Rule question was 
threshed out at the "Lit." Barely 
two score were present to hear the 
addresses, although the occasion was 
an important one and the best of the 
Society's speakers were named on the 
extensively advertised programme, 

The debate was in the nature of a 
trial as it is intended to choose the 
debaters to oppose Queen's in the 
opening Intercollegiate contest here 
> on Friday, Nov. 2i)th, from laBt even- 
| ing's speakers. 

Messrs S. Hruneau and 1). Metallic' 
supported the resolution which read: 
"Resolved that the Home Rule Dill 
should be passed," while Messrs W. 
P. McConncU and Hugh Farthing up- 
held thi- negative. 

Previous to the debate there was 
an election fur the position of vice- 
presidtnt fallowing the resignation of 
Mr. M. T. Burke, who explain. d that 
he could not find time to attend I In 
meetings. Messrs Bieler, Atkins and 
Walsh were nominated but the two 
former asked to have their names 
withdrawn. Mr. Walsh entered in 
time to And himself elected and de- 
spite his prolonged opposition, was 
finally persuaded to accept the ofllcc. 

The debate w hit h followed was an 
instructive one, the speakers' addres- 
ses showing the reBults of careful 
preparation. There was n great 
wen It h of material brought out and 
many factB were produced which had 
not as yet been brought to 1 it: lit. o.i 
this side of the Atlantic, where very 
little of the debate on the Bill pro- 
ceeding in the British House of Com- 
| mons has appeared in the Canadian 
: press. 

Mr, McGttlro opened the question 
for the affirmative by anticipating 
the arguments of hiH opponents and 
'then refuting them, He quoted from 
the Bill itself to show that the re- 
ligious liberty of the people of Ul- 
ster would be protested. He pro 
duccd numerous statistics to sh'iw 
that Inland's revenue was not ii 
creasing at present nearly hr rapidly 
us is ihe increase in the expend. turc 
by England to govern Ireland. The 
! difference between the two he claim- 
ed was $5,000,000. Ireland, he said, 
Was going back I'ntncially. Ireland 
I was not increasing in wealth and 
prosperity as the opponents of Home 
Ruin would attempt to prove. The 
increase in back accounts in Ireland 
resulted from the British system of 
charity, which was debasing but 
which the Irish had to accept. 
Mr. McGuire continued to bundle | 



that effective bane Q nd bogey of aud- 
iences, statistics, in eloquent fashion 
to show that Ulster was not the 
most important or enlightened part 
of Erin; but rather, that there was a 
greater percentage of the Protestants 
of Ulster illiterate th a n elsewhere in 
the Island. 

He then passed to arguments in fa- 
vour of the Bill, claiming that ever 
since the Act of Union in 1800 Kne,- 
land had been attepting to govern 
Ireland with one band and crushing 
the life out of her with the other. 
There would always be difficulty 
while English legislated for Ireland. 
There would always be trouble with 
an Irish section in the British par- 
liament lighting for one thing inde- 
pendent of other points of import- 
ance. 

Mr. McGuire also argued that ex 
perience showed that the peoples 
whose lands were taken by the Bri- 
tish became strong supporters of the 
Empire when g rented the right of re- 
presentation in the administration of 
their country. 

He concluded with a 1'h'a for favor- 
able consideration of his cause cm ac- 
count of the many Irish soldiers who 
had fought for the Umpire. 

Mr. McConnell in reply stated that 
his opponent had failed to touch on 
many strong arguments for the Bill 
which he would bring out in due 
course. 

Referring to his opponents refer- 
ence to the situation in Canada 
where the French Canadians with self 
government were loyal, he declared 
that many of them were not and 
speaking of Irishmen who had fought 
for England said that Sir George 
White, Sir Charles Bcresford, Lord 
Roberts, and many others were op- 
ponents of Home Rule, while many 
Irish Nationalists had fought against 
Great Britain. 

He went on to say that it. was the 
United Irish League, composed of few 
important men, and comprising a 
small section of the populace only 
that fought for Home Rule. 

Ireland at present was more fully 
roprcstnted in the Imperial House 
' hnn i 'a I nid, Sco1 1 nul, or Wales. 

He analysed the economic situa- 
tion in Ireland which ho said was 
satisfactory and the agitation for 
Home Rule was carried cn periodical- 
ly to till the oilers of i he United 
Irish League by appeals to America. 
The fact that Unionists and Nation- 
alists lived side by side fur to many 
years was proof that discontent wan 
deep seated.

He also minimized the 
bogey of the Papacy and tit- Import- 
ance of Ulster, lie claimed that 
there was not such a large propor- 
tion of Ulstcrmen against Home 
Utile. Tlr demand that Ulster he 
given Home little also if granted 
would o'lly perpetiate a hitter feud 
between religions, whereas Home 
Utile tor nil Ireland would bring 
about Unity. 

In an eloquent peroration he at- 
tacked the appeal to arms. 

Mr. Farthing based ins objections 
to Home Utile not so much on the 
antagonism of Ulster but because of 
its imperial significance apart from 
its oflcci on thttt single province. 

He maintained that rather than 
favoring the U latérites England hud 
on the contrary none much for the 
South.

It was Irish-Amer- ' 
icans, who hated Great Britain, who 
were lighting for Home Rule. Would 
these people do that to secure the 
enactment of a measure which would 
build up and unify the British Em- 
pire ? 

He quoted from Mr. Redmond's 
American speeches, in which he ex- 
horted his hearenss to stick to the 
principles of Parnell which were nev- 
er to rest until the last link which 
joined England to Ireland had been 
severed. 

Mr. Farthing latighted at the pic- 
ture of Irish lenders fighting for Brit- 
ain, showing that the great Irish 
i soldiers who fought for Engtnnd were 
Ulstcrmen and that the Nationalists 
soldiers had fought against Kngland;
